New Sash Plant 
‘at Streetsville 


The Dominion Wholesale Sash Mfg. 
Co. Streetaville, Oot. at the bead of 
which is Harry W. Hope, bave began 
once more the mapufactare of sash with 
a big sig capacity of 800 to 1000 
sash daily. 


It will be remembered that io Jaly 
last the plant, which was acquired early 
‘in 1924, frem the Streetaville Lumber 
Co., was completely destroyed by fire. 
Last December Mr. Hope set about re 
building and bes completed a splendid 
factory. 40x108 feet, with concrete floor, 
plastered sides and oeiling. The build 
ing, which is of brick construction, is 
practically fireproof and well lighted by 
25 pairs of eash, 4 x6 ft. An attractive 
office is located in one corner of the 
structure and the surroundings are 
inviting. The jnside walls being 10 feet 
bigb, the ventilation has received every 
attention. 

The machinery, which was mostly 
salvaged from the fire, has been rebuilt 
and laid out with a view to economy of 
operation, time and labour. The entire 
= is operated by electricity 
supplied by 42 b.p. motor, with the 
exception of the cut off saw which has 
an individual drive. The installations 
consist of a planer, rip saw, cut off saw, 
two cobain mortisers, two tenopers, 
double surfacer, elbow sander, triple 
drum sander, sash clamp, door clamp 
elc. When in fall operation, from BS 
to 20 bands will be empleyed. 

The Dominion Wholesale Sash Mfg. 
Co. tarn out nothing but sash, catering 
6 and wholesalers.

Fruits and vegetabies should be 
canned as soon as pocsible after they 
are picked. One of the causes of spoil- 
age is letting them stand for several 
hours in a warm place, in bags or in 
covered containers. This isyespecially 
true of berries, cherries, peaches and 
other. fruits, 

It is best to can a few jars ata 
time. When a large canning is done, 
it is almost impossible to work so fast 
that some of the food does not have 
to stand for a long time. 

Conditions may then arise which 
are suitable for the growth of these 


germs which later spoil the food. We 


find these to be due to several causes 
—some harmless to humans, 
harmful. The harniless 
comes from molds and yeasts. 

Food often and readily becomes 
moldy. In some cases, the food is 
compictely spoiled; in others, the de 
composition is not enough to make the 
food useless. These molds are float- 
ing in the air all tho time, and are 
present on the surface of all fres 
foods. Théy will sprout when condi- 
tions are favorable. 

THE YEAST‘ORG\NISMS. . * 


When fruit juice stands for a few 
days, it begins to sour and ferment. 
The sugar changes to alcohol and car- 
bonic acid gas.

THE POISONOUS BACTERIA. 


Bacteria in canned vegetables may 
form extremely poisonous compounds. 
Some of these cause food poisoning 
and botulism. me | 

It is therefore necessary that such | 
foods be carefully selected! and packed, | 
and thoroughly steriiized so that all| 
germs are killed, and poisoning will! 
not occur 

The temperature necessary for such | 
sterilization depends primarily on the 
germs to be destroyed as well as on! 
|the composition of the food. Foods, 
high in acid are easily sterilized; those 
low in acid are difficult to sterilize, 
as vegetables of low acidity, such as 
peas, corn, pumpkins urd beans. 

This group may readily be steril- 
ized by heating in cans or jars in boil- 
ing water for one hour on each of

STABLE VENTILATION 


FRESH AIR IS MORE ESSENTIAL 
TO LIFE THAN FEED. 


Iwo Systems of Ventilation: The 
King, and the Rutherford — Too 
Much Air Space a Mistake—The 
Control of Potato Insects. 


(Contributed by Ontario Department of 
Agriculture, Toronto.) 


The question of stable ventilation 
‘comes up evéry year'when new sta- 
‘bles are being erected. It secms quite 
important then; provision may or 
may not be made to give the animals 
the requtred pure air. Many neglect 
it entirely, saying, ‘‘What's the use, 
the cold air will find a way tin,” 
Sometimes it does, and sometimes It 
does not, and antmals may be com- 
Pelled to live in an atmosphere that 
is destructive. 

Fresh air is the cheapest thing we 
have. Yes, go cheap that It Is not 
appreciated by many people keeping 
Yet these same people 
will pay out xeood money for service 
and drugs to correct conditions that 
fresh alr would have prevented, 

Two Systems of Vertflation. 

We have two recognized systems of 
Mable ventilation, the King and the 
Rutherford. Ia the Rutherford sys- 
tem fresh air intet® are placed at 
floor and foul alr outlets are placed 
at ceiling. In the King system the 
inlets are at the celling and the oute- 
lets one foot ahove floor level. In 
the Ontario climate there ds very little 
‘difference in the results Ziven by 
these systems. \Both work well when 
Properl¥ operated, and like every- 
thing else In stable equipment must 
have attention from. the inan in 
charge of the stable.» Beef cattle, 
sheep and horses live and thrive best 
In a stable where the tepiperature Is 
kept below 50”. Dairy cattle and 
swine require a temperature 50° to 
60° with a humidity of decrees 
or less. If the humidity runs over 
75 degrees, the walls and cefllinc will 
drip with motsture or coat with frost. 
A condition not to be desired.

Out on the prairies nobody gets in 
the straw. Straw is plentiful and 
land is rather cheap,’so that a stack 
can be blown over a half-acre without 
any great loss. These stacks with the 
slanting sides are really nothing more 
than piles of straw, the kind a rooster 
will have no difficulty in scaling in 
order to crow from the top. 

But with us straw Is valuable. We 
never have any too much, so the straw 
is stacked as carefully as possible. 
However, on account of the estab‘ish- 
ed custom of every man on his own 
strawstack, we find many stacks built 
better than others. 


THE CAVED-IN TOP. 


Some folks just don't know how to 
build a good strawstack, so I shall 
ive a few rules that I have followed. 

irst of all, never leave a dent in the 
top of the stadk, or there will be some 
cuss words when you step up on that 
stack tn the middle of the winter to 
open it up. <A depression in the top 
of a stack always means a cake of 
ice,.and it’s mighty hard to get that 
loose. 

To make a stack that will shed 
water, the start must-be made at the 
bottom when we build it. A rather 
small bottom for a stack that will 
étand in the open without stock around 
it is desirable, but if the stack 
placed in a barnyard (and m of 
them are placed there) the bottom 
should be fairly large, because with 
cows taking a scurry round the bot-

Their work 
has discovered, the mysterious sub- 
stance, pectin, the absence of which 
in a juice, or its presence in insuffi- 
cient quantities, ia the reason jelly 
will not “come.” i 

No one can afford to trust to luck, 
especially if preparing a product for 
gale; it is too a waste of valu- 
able materiak To make good jelly a 
fruit juice must have ,pectin, sugar, 
acid and Jiquid in the correct propor- 
tions. The fruits which contain pec- 
tin in the greatest.quantities are cur- 
rants, underripe raspberries, black- 
berries, grajies, quinces, crab apples 
and sour apples. 

But ripe grapes, raspberries, straw- 
berries, peaches, pears, cherries and 
rhubarb are more or less deficient in 
natural pectin or acid, or both, and 
the making of jelly from these juices 
by the usual household method is dis- | 
astrous, ‘ | 

The addition of pectin, however, 
makes it possible to use them for de- 
Hcious jetiies. Elderberries and ripe 
quinces have penty of pectin but not 
enough acid, so this must be secured 
from lemons or apples. 

If you want to be sure there is 
enough pectin in any fruit juice to 
make it jell take a tablespoonful of 
the cooked juice, add to it half a 
tablespoonful of Epsom salts and a 
teaspoonful of sugar, biend and let 
stand twenty minutes. If pectin in suf- 
ficient quantity to make je'ly is pres- 
ent there wi.l be a jeliylike substance 
formed. If it does not form then pec- 
tin must be added. 


PECTIN IS EASILY MADE. 


| 

There are several ways of doing! 
this, You can add a fruit juice rich 
in this jelly-making substance. Some 
women can fruit juices and have them 
ready for this emorgency. Then there 
are commercial concentrated pectins 
which have been found by many to 
work wonders. 

The third way is for the housewlfe 
to make her own pectin extract. 

To make this pectin, slice acid ap- 
ples without paring or coring until 
you have four pounds, add four and 
a half pints of water, boil rapidly for 
twenty minutes then strain through 
four thicknesses of cheesec!oth, but do 
not squeeze the bag. Mensure the 
apple mass, add an equal quantity of 
water to it and boil again twenty 
minutes and strain. a 

The two extractions should amount 
to about three quarts. Boil this rapid- 
ly unti! reduced to about a pint and 
a half, which usually takes from 
thirty to forty-five minutes. Seal in 
emall botties; this prevents the neces- 
sity of reheating the who'e quantity 
left when a container is opened, which 
must be done if all is not used. When 
this apple on is used with fruit 
juices which lack pectin, about half 
as much of the extract as juice is 
necessary, but it is best to try the 
‘above pectin test. 

Je‘ly made from rhubarb, pineapple, 
orange or grapefruit will be cearer if 
lemon pectin extract is used. Make 
this from the white infier skins of 
lemons. Put this skin through the 
food grinder and make three extrac- 
tions from half a pound of the fresh 
white peel, with onc quart of water, 
and one and a ha‘f level teaspoonfuls 
of tartaric acid for each extraction.
